! about a month ago, I stated that 
' chief attraction of tins country was 
climate, and I think the hundreds of 
KAstern and Northern people, who have 
been sojourning here through the win- 
ter that lias just passed, will all endorse 
the statement. The season has been one 
of unusual severity in nearly all parts of 
the country, and all over the world, for 
that matter, but no reasonable person 
could ask for nicer weather titan we have 
had here all winter through. There has 
not l>een a day that the sun didn't shine 
and exeeptja half dozen rough, blustering 
days, such as are common in other sec- 
tions during March, the weather has 
been pleasant all the time, and mild 
enough for invalids to take exercise in 
the open air with comfort every day. In 
fact, there has been no weather during 
the season that the people of your sec- 
tion would consider worthy of being 
called winter. We bad snow enough 
one night in February to whiten the 
ground, but it began to melt as soon as 
the sun came up and was all gone by 
noon. Spring lias fairly set in now, and 
and the peach trees have long ago uu 
folded their blossoms, the farmers are all 
busy putting in their crop* and tbe wa- 
ter has been “turned on” in all the 
ditches— for you know everything is rais- 
ed here by irrigation— and your growing 
crop can have water whenever you think 
it needs it. The absence of rain, of 
course, makes some extra work for tbe 
farmers, but they get enough extra for 
what they have to aell to fully compen- 
sate them for it, and besides, the dry- 
ness of this region is what gives it its 
chief value and makes it tiie great aani* 
tarium for consumptives from all parts 
of tbe country. And there is no doubt 
about the fact that -people with lung di- 
seases are wonderfully benefited by com- 
ing here, and if they come in time they 
nearly always get well.
